Work begins to make 
fire-hit building safe 


THE fire that ravaged the former 
Angel Hotel in Northampton town 
centre left the building structur- 
ally unsound, the fire service has 


warned. 

More than 50 firefighters attended 
Monday night’s blaze, which gutted the 
vacant second and third floors of the 
three-storey building. 

The ceiling of The Fat Cat Cafe Bar, 
which occupies part of the ground floor 
in the Bridge Street building, also col- 
lapsed. 

Structural engineers, fire investiga- 
tors and Northampton Borough Council 
staff examined the scene this week and 
scaffolding was being put in place yester- 
day to help support the damaged upper 
floors. 

Normally, demolishing the top two sto- 
reys would be an option, but the building 
has Grade II listed status and accord- 
ingly there are rules about how it can be 
altered. 

Investigations were this week continu- 
ing into the cause of the fire — which 
early indications suggested was ‘not sus- 
picious’ — but it was understood the blaze 
began on the first floor. 

Firefighters had to battle to stop the 
blaze spreading along Bridge Street and 
the businesses nearby. 

Known to many as the site of two of 
Northampton’s most popular bars — The 
Fat Cat Cafe and the Balloon Bar — the 
former Angel Hotel building used to be 
the biggest hotel in the town and parts of 
it date back to the 16th Century. 

Experts were meeting yesterday to con- 
sider road closures and traffic arrange- 
ments while the area was made safe.

Last year was 
driest since 1921 


NORTHAMPTON has experienced 
its driest year since 1921, with 
rainfall on or above average in 
only two months of 2011. 

The annual weather report, 
compiled by Mike Lewis, manager 
of Pitsford Hall Weather Station, 
showed that a total of 399.5mm 
of rain fell in the town last year, 
which is two thirds of the expect- 
ed amount. 

Mr Lewis said: “Only two 
months in 2011 saw rainfall come 
in at close to or above average: 
February with 51.9mm and July 
with 47.4mm.”

There were 48 thefts from Northamptonshire Police since 2007 


not immune 


from thieves 


NEW figures have revealed 
drugs, cameras, protective 
clothing and even police 
hats are among items sto- 
len from Northamptonshire 
Police each year. 

A total of 43 thefts and burgla- 
ries have been committed against 
the force and their officers since 
2007, ranging from cash to keys 
and even drugs. 

In 2011, daring thieves stole 
from patrol cars, police buildings 
or from the care of police officers 
on six separate occasions. 

A Freedom of Information re- 
quest by the Daily Mail revealed 
a back catalogue of incidents, in- 
cluding the theft of officers’ hats 
from a public place last year, for 
which a person was charged. 

Last year’s figures were an im- 
provement on previous years, 
with 14 incidents reported in 2009 
and 12 in 2008. It includes the theft 


of drugs in 2008, three separate 
occasions where cash was stolen 
in 2007, and uniforms and mobile 
phones in 2009. 

Memory cards and computer 
parts are also amongst the list of 
stolen property, with police traffic 
signs one of the most frequently 
stolen items over the past five 
years. 

A separate Freedom of Infor- 
mation request made by the Press 
Association revealed Northamp- 
tonshire Police had not received 
any complaints against officers 
for inappropriate use of Facebook, 
while more than 150 across the rest 
of the country faced disciplinary 
action over the last four years. 

A Northamptonshire Police 
spokesman said: “We have strict 
guidance around the official use 
of Facebook and Twitter linked to 
activities of the force and this isa 
vital tool in our communication 
with parts of the community. “ 


MP's offices set on 
fire during break-in 


A NORTHAMPTON MP said a 
break-in at his company premis- 
es, in which burglars set fire to 
desks, leading to “appalling” 
damage, was “heartbreaking”. 

Conservative MP for North- 
ampton South, Brian Binley, is 
chairman of BCC Marketing 
Services, a telesales, telemar- 
keting and call centre company 
in Wellingborough, which he 
founded in 1989. 

Burglars are believed to have 
broken into the company’s offic- 
es in Denington Road on Boxing 
Day, escaping with a television 


and a laptop computer. 

During the burglary, Mr 
Binley said the perpetrators 
had set fire to desks, activating 
the office’s sprinkler system and 
causing wide-spread water dam- 
age over the course of the next 
20 hours. 

Mr Binley paid tribute to his 
staff, who worked during the 
weekend to make sure the office 
would be open for business as 
usual tomorrow. 

He added: “The damage is ap- 
palling, because of the sprin- 
klers more than anything else.”

troubled site 


THE future of a former housing site 
on a Northampton estate, which 
was once home to one of the town’s 
most troubled blocks of flats, should 
be decided later this month. 

Northampton Borough Council emptied 
Robinson House in Burrows Court, Lumber- 
tubs, in September 2008 after new tenants 
refused to move in because of the building’s 
reputation for crime and anti-social behav- 
iour problems. 

The demolition of the building has since 
been carried out, and Northampton Borough 
Council’s planning committee is now due to 
decide whether plans to build 17 new afford- 
able homes on the site should be approved. 

In a report which will be seen by the coun- 
cil’s planning committee later this month, 
council planning officer Ben Clarke said the 
development would help to improve the area. 

He said: “The proposed development repre- 
sents the effective re-use of the former Robin- 


son House site and would provide a source of 
affordable accommodation within the town. 

“Furthermore, the proposed development 
is an acceptable design and would not lead to 
an adverse impact upon the amenities of sur- 
rounding properties.” 

All of the tenants who would move into the 
new houses would come from the council’s 
housing list. 

A final decision on whether the scheme 
should go ahead will be made by the planning 
committee on January 10. 

Back in 2008, the council revealed plans to 
empty Robinson House and convert the build- 
ing into a shelter for homeless people. 

But the plan was so unpopular with peo- 
ple living nearby that a campaign against it 
made it all the way to the High Court before 
the scheme was eventually scrapped. 

The shelter for the homeless which had 
been planned for Robinson House is now be- 
ing built in The Mounts, close to the police 
station and magistrates’ court.

Argos has confirmed the closure of its Abington 
Street store, and Hawkins Bazaar has gone into administration 


Yet another 
blow for the 
high street 


RETAIL giant Argos will 
close its Abington Street 
store it was confirmed, as 
toy store Hawkin’s Bazaar 
announced it was going 
into administration. 

The blow comes after many re- 
tailers recorded strong trading 
during the Boxing Day sales na- 
tionally. 

It concludes a tough month for 
the town centre which has also 
seen Jane Norman finally close its 
doors in Abington Street, months 
after announcing its closure, and 
the loss of ShakeAway in the Gros- 
venor Centre, which blamed ‘un- 
reasonable rent’ for the decision. 

Novelty gift shop Hawkin’s Ba- 
zaar in Market Walk advertised 
its closing down sale after parent 
company Tobar Group announced 
its intention to appoint adminis- 
trators following low sales. Peter 
Saville, from restructuring firm 


Zolfo Cooper, which is lined up 
to take on the administration of 
Hawkin’s Bazaar, said: “In com- 
mon with many retailers, the 
group has experienced exception- 
ally challenging trading condi- 
tions. 

“We will be working to ensure 
the best possible outcomes regard- 
ing preservation of jobs, value of 
the business and returns to credi- 
tors.” 

Argos opened in Abington Street 
in 2005 following the closure of 
catalogue chain outlet Index. 

The chain still has stores in 
St Peters Square and at the Six- 
fields Retail Park. A spokesman 
for Argos said: “Argos will not be 
renewing the lease on its store in 
Abington Street which will close 
on Friday January 20, 2012. 

“Argos is exploring alternative 
working opportunities for the 
affected employees at this store 
wherever possible.” 


Police name victim 
of Christmas crash 


POLICE have named the victim 
of a fatal car crash in Derby- 
shire which claimed the life of 
aman from Duston two days af- 
ter Christmas. 

Malcolm Brown, aged 62, of 
Quantock Crescent, died when 
the X-Type Jaguar he was driv- 
ing home along the A50 in 
Staffordshire left the road and 
crashed into a tree at about 
4.45pm on Tuesday, December 
27. 

An ambulance and two emer- 
gency doctors were called to the 


scene after a number of drivers 
who saw the crash called 999. 
But paramedics from the West 
Midlands Ambulance Service 
said doctors could do nothing 
to save the Mr Brown. 

A spokesman for the police 
force said: “The collision in- 
volved a X-Type Jaguar car 
which left the carriageway and 
collided with a tree. 

“The driver of the Jaguar, a 
62-year-old man from North- 
amptonshire, sustained serious 
injuries and died at the scene.”

Details released by the county 
council show the authority spent 
£194,016 on DVDs in the financial 
year 2009/10 and £165,532 in 2010/11. 

The total bill of almost £360,000 
has been condemned by members 
of the opposition Liberal Democrat 
party at County Hall, who have said 
the authority should cut back on the 
amount spent on films in light of 
the major cut-backs proposed by the 
authority. 

The deputy leader of the opposi- 
tion, Councillor Chris Stanbra (Lib 
Dem, Danesholme) said: “I think it’s 
fine that libraries rent out DVDs asa 
sideline to loaning books, but books 
are the main business they’re in and 
I would really have expected a large 
sum of money like this to have been 
spent on books.” 

In its budget plans last year, the 
council suggested closing eight li- 


braries, but they were given a last 
minute reprieve. However, in its lat- 
est budget proposals, the council has 
said savings of £290,000 will have to 
be made from the library service 
in 2013/14 and a further £790,000 in 
2014/15. 

Councillor Stanbra said: “If it’s 
a choice between having a library 
that has books and DVDs to loan out 
or not having a library at all, they 
should concentrate on books, and 
if that means having fewer DVDs 
that’s fine with me.” 

There are 36 libraries across 
Northamptonshire and copies of 
the same film are often bought for 
several libraries to make sure they 
are available to all the county’s resi- 
dents. The DVDs are rented out for 
£2 a week or £3.50 for two weeks. 

Acounty council spokesman said: 
“Our libraries aren’t just about 
books and in order to make sure our 
customers have access to the latest 
DVD releases we regularly update 
our stock.” 

A final decision on the council’s 
budget plans will be made in Febru- 
ary.

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A PARISH council has requested 
Northampton Borough Council re- 
consider an application to expand 
Tesco's Mereway store by 38 per 
cent after questioning the legal- 
ity of its decision to approve the 
scheme.

The resubmit- 
ted plans were subsequently approved on 
November 15. 

But Wootton and East Hunsbury Parish 
Council believes the approval did not fol-

low correct procedure as the supermarket 
giant did not receive a decision notice after 
the initial rejection. 

Chairman Jonathan Nunn said: “We 
were pleased to see Tesco move the pro- 
posed entrance in Clannell Road because 
it bothered a lot of people where it was. 
But where they have moved it to is still a 
problem for some people. 

“We don’t think there would have been 
a repeat of the environmental impact as- 
sessment for the new entrance therefore 
this was something that needed to be ad- 
dressed.” 

A borough council spokesperson said: 
“Everyone has the right to submit their 
views to the committee with any statement 
to support or oppose a planning applica- 
tion. In this instance the committee felt 
that sufficient alterations had been made 
to address the concerns the committee had 
about the Tesco’s proposals having a detri- 
mental effect on the local community.”

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TRAIN users in Northamp- 
ton have condemned the 
latest rail fare rises, after 
it emerged commuters in 
the county were now pay- 
ing almost 10 times more 
than many European coun- 
terparts. 

City workers who travel be- 
tween Northampton and London 
have had their season ticket pric- 
es increased by almost seven per 
cent, rising from £4,448 to £4,756, 
one of the steepest increases in 
the country. 

Research revealed by the Cam- 
paign for Better Transport has 
shown that a similar journey in 
Rome costs Italian season ticket 


holders just £336.17, while com- 
muters in Germany and France 
also pay a fraction of the cost of 
many UK rail fares. 

Shaun Hope, from the North- 
ampton Rail Users Group, said 
it was now no longer feasible for 
many people to regularly use the 
trains. 

He said: “These increases have 
been planned for a while andI am 
not sure how long these rises will 
continue for, but for many people 
it is getting to the point where it 
is not economically feasible to 
use the trains to get to London. 

“You would think it could not 
go on forever but then the trains 
are still busy so perhaps they can 
keep getting away with it.” 


He said off-peak travellers were 
also being hit by changes to their 
tickets, which will mean they 
have to wait until after 7pm to 
travel. Mr Hope said the changes 
were a further “hidden” price in- 
crease. 

CBT’s public transport cam- 
paigner, Sophie Allain, added: 
“We knew we had some of the 
most expensive rail fares in Eu- 
rope, if not the world, but even we 
were shocked by how much more 
the UK ticket was in comparison 
to our European counterparts. 

“When the cost of season tick- 
ets is so much higher than other 
European capitals, the Govern- 
ment’s fare rises are starting to 
affect the UK’s competitiveness.”

THE amount of money 
charged to _ disabled 
people for parking per- 
mits in Northampton- 
shire is set to increase 
from £2 to £10. 

Under plans to alter the way 
the disabled parking scheme 
is managed, the Government 
has said local councils can 
charge up to £10 for new blue 
badges which are harder to 
forge than those issued under 
the current scheme. 

It is believed that 41 per 
cent of councils across the 
country have decided not to 
charge the full £10, but the 
county council’s cabinet is 
due to approve the maximum 
fee during a meeting on Janu- 


ary 10. 

Despite the increase in 
the fee, the change has been 
broadly welcomed by disa- 
bled people in the county. 

Robin Hinton is the chair 
of the users’ committee at 
Northampton Shopmobility 
and a trustee of the North- 
ampton Door to Door Serv- 
ice. 

He said: “Paying £10 for a 
blue badge that will last three 
years isn’t bad and this is the 
first increase for almost 30 
years, so personally I’ve got 
no problem with it. 

“The biggest problem we 
have at the moment is fraud 
and misuse of the current 
badges, so if this can make a 
difference, I’m all for it.”

LESS than three years after 
being rescued from a coun- 
cil depot where it had been 
left to rust for decades, a 
Northampton-built steam 
roller has been returned to 
its former glory. 

A team of steam enthusiasts 
from the Northampton & Lamport 
Railway in Chapel Brampton res- 
cued the remains of the Allchin 
steam roller from Northampton 
Borough Council’s Westbridge de- 
pot in July 2009. 

After securing a £50,000 Lottery 
grant to fund its restoration, the 
team behind the project unveiled 
the new-look roller to the public on 
New Year’s Eve. 

Kingsthorpe resident Julian 
Skinner, who has led the project 
with his wife Sharon, said: “It feels 
great to see it like this and we know 
there are a lot of people who have 
been looking forward to seeing it at 
its best again.” 

The 113-year-old roller was used 
to build miles of roads around 
Northampton until it was retired 
in 1954.

Silence is golden 


Michel Hazanavicius’s gorgeous black 

and white silent film The Artist, the 
gold will be a clutch of Oscars, probably 
including the coveted statuette for Best 
Picture. 

The film charts the rise and fall of 
a dashing actor against a backdrop of 
tumultuous change in a bygone era of 
Hollywood. 

Stripped bare of expository dialogue, 
expensive set pieces and digital trickery, 
Hazanavicius’s love letter to the moving 
image is tender, romantic and incred- 
ibly funny, reminding us that the beating 
heart of any film is human emotion. 

Here, a single lingering glance, under- 
scored by composer Ludovic Bource’s 
grand orchestration, speaks louder and 
clearer than reams of impassioned and 
heartfelt confession. 

During the early part of the 20th 
century, Lillian Gish and Greta Garbo 
became the queens of the silver screen in 
the golden age of silent movies. 

Then in 1927, The Jazz Singer starring 
Al Jolson changed movie-making forever 
by successfully combining images and 
sound. Within a decade, the death knell 
was sounded forever on silents. 

Writer-director Hazanavicius steps 
back in time to that pivotal year, when 
handsome and romantically unattached 
screen idol George Valentin (Jean Dujar- 
din) is setting hearts aflutter. His films 
are greeted with rapturous applause and

sell-out crowds. Female fans clamour for 
his autograph. 

On the set of his latest production, 
George meets aspiring starlet Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo) and he is smitten. 

With the advent of sound, George’s 
fortunes wane and Peppy’s star ascends 
into the stratosphere to the delight of 
cigar-smoking studio boss Zimmer (John 
Goodman). 

Fame is fickle and George and his 
trusty manservant Clifton (James 
Cromwell) fall on painfully hard times, 
with no obvious end to their misery. 

The Artist replicates film-making tech- 
niques of the past to create a warm, witty 
and swoonsome romance that will charm 
and beguile modern audiences. 

Dujardin is a debonair and charismatic

leading man and there is simmering 
screen chemistry with the luminous Bejo. 

George’s performing dog scene-steals 
with tail-wagging gusto, proving that 
man’s best friend is also his fiercest com- 
petition for the limelight. 

Hazanavicius plants his tongue firmly 
in cheek for Goodman’s scenes, whose 
potty-mouthed rages as a Hollywood head 
honcho are reduced to censored snippets 
of dialogue on title cards. 

The film-maker uses sound sparingly 
in a nightmare sequence and he demon- 
strates directorial brio with a climactic 
scene involving a gunshot. 

A rousing, toe-tapping finale, which 
nods and winks playfully to feel-good cin- 
ema of the 1930s, ensures we are grinning 
with glee when the end credits roll.

Yes, the new DS4 is no shrinking violet. 
Instead it’s Citroen’s second model in a DS 
badged line up that will provide a haute 
couture alternative to its more mass mar- 
ket models. 

First came the little DS3 and it has 
proved a big sales success, combining 
catwalk looks with the sort of spirited 
driving appeal we all thought Citroen had 
forgotten about. It also gave its bigger, 

newer DS4 something to live up to. 
There’s no question the new- 
comer works triumphantly 
in the style stakes; a 
slightly tall SUV 
stance combin-

a neighbour wandered onto the 


es and curves to make a different and 
distinctive addition to anyone’s driveway. 

Practicality has suffered in the 
metamorphosis from plain Jane C4 to 
designer led DS4. Hiding the back door 
handles at the rear of the window makes 
for a coupe-like lack of visible hardware 
but leaves a jutting panel ready to clonk 
an unwary nut. 

The rear windows don’t wind down 
(there’s nowhere for them to go in the 
contoured recesses of the bodywork), 
making this a car to avoid if you carry 
children who fight car sickness with 
loads of fresh air. 

There’s actually room enough for 
growing youngsters in the rear but 
longer legged adults will find conditions 
cramped behind similarly limbed grown 
ups in the front. 

But the best seats are reserved for 
those up front, where an expensive 
looking and nicely crafted dashboard 
dominates proceedings. Want to see a bit 
more sky? Then slide the panel carrying 

the sunvisors into to the roof 
lining 


and you’ll be able to count the stars or 
duck the aircraft coming into land at 
Heathrow. 

Should the driver tire of instruments 
lit by a gentle cream light, a push ona 
dash mounted button turns things vivid 
blue by degrees. Yes, a lot of Gallic flair 
is on parade inside the DS4. 

Quite a lot remains when you fire up 
the engine; in this top line model its a 
potent petrol powered version, although 
Citroen expects more diesel than petrol 
sales of its DS4 range, which starts at 
£18,150 for a petrol VTi 120 (the cheap- 
est diesel costs £19,445). 

Anyway, the 197 horses in the test car 
were ever eager to perform, pulling like 
Derby winners at the mere twitch of a 
right toe, the engine all the while mak- 
ing properly sporty noises. 

Driven with less verve (like on a slow 
crawl home on the M11) it also sipped 
fuel, showing 49mpg for the journey 
(and 44mpg overall for its 800 miles in 
my hands). 

A smooth road shows the DS4 at its 

best, when the big alloy wheels 
and wide tyres grip

Best then to slow down and enjoy a 
sound system boosted by a £500 Denon 
upgrade, stay on track with the satellite 
navigation system (£750), wonder as the 
headlamps curve themselves round cor- 
ners (£690) or relax in the Habana Club 
leather and heated seats (£590).

Lawes injury a 


blow for Saints 


SAINTS have been dealt a 
big blow with the news lock 
Courtney Lawes is out of 
tomorrow night's (Friday) 
big Premiership showdown 
with Harlequins, and could 
be missing for the next four 
weeks. 

Lawes suffered a knee injury in 
the 32-14 win at Newcastle on New 
Year’s Eve and is now awaiting the 
results of a scan. 

But Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder expects the 22-year-old to 
be out for the majority of January. 

It’s bad news for both Saints and 
England as Lawes would have hoped 
for as much game time as possible 
ahead of the upcoming Six Nations. 

But it looks likely he will now 
miss Northampton’s massive Aviva 
Premiership clash with Harlequins 


tomorrow night as well as the fol- 
lowing two games, against Scarlets 
and Munster in the Heineken Cup. 

“T don’t think he will be fit for Fri- 
day,” said Mallinder of Lawes. “He’s 
had a scan on his knee and we’re 
awaiting the results of that. It looks 
as though it’s not going to be major 
but he’ll certainly be out for a few 
weeks.” 

Lawes plugged a gap in the back 
row against Newcastle, but his ab- 
sence is now likely to pave the way 
for Tom Wood, who was rested at 
Kingston Park, to return. 

Calum Clark could also be in 
contention for a start against the 
Premiership pacesetters as he’s re- 
turned to training after recovering 
from a dislocated thumb. 

Mallinder is relishing the return 
of two of his key players, who will 
give a strong look to the Saints back 


row for one of the biggest games of 
the season. 

Mallinder said: “It’s one of the 
things we’ve spoken about in terms of 
all our positions and the back row’s a 
good example where the majority of 
our back rowers played the major- 
ity of the games (last season). We’ve 
got a little bit of flexibility this year 
with the likes of Woody coming back, 
Calum coming back, which gives you 
the opportunity to rest people now 
and again. 

“With Samu Manoa, who can play 
at number eight, we’ve got options 
there which can only be a good 
thing.” 

Saints are now up to third in the 
Premiership table, and will be keen 
to see off leaders Quins tomorrow 
night to maintain their challenge of 
a top-four finish this season and a 
place in the play-offs.

DEFENDER Kelvin Langmead has 
revealed he is desperate to extend his 
loan spell with the Cobblers so he can 
put right the wrongs of the first five 
months of the season. 

Langmead is due to return to parent 
club Peterborough United this week as 
his initial loan spell has expired, but 
the experienced centre-back has his 
heart set on staying at Sixfields to fight 
to keep Northampton in the football 
league. 

The 26-year-old played a_ star- 
ring role in the Cobblers’ 1-1 draw at 
Shrewsbury on Monday, playing one 
of his best games for the club, and 
he wants to work with new boss Aidy 
Boothroyd, who he says has brought a 
new-found enthusiasm to the Sixfields 
dressing room. 

“T have been here for most of this 
season and we are where we are in 
the table, and I certainly don’t want to 
walk away from that,” said Langmead. 

“T was part of the team that got us 
there and I want to be part of the team 
that gets us out of here. 

“Tm hoping to stay. Things will ob- 
viously have to get sorted out between 
the two clubs, but hopefully that will 
get sorted this week. 

“A new manager has come in who 
brings in confidence, who brings in en- 
thusiasm, who brings in all the quali- 
ties he has got along with his coaches, 
and the fans have been brilliant. 

“You put that all in the mix and you 
have got a chance.” 

Langmead admits confidence is up 
following the arrival of Boothroyd and 
the morale-boosting point at the New 
Meadow this week. 

But he has warned the Cobblers 
still face a fight to stay in league two 
— though he is sure they have what it 
takes to do so. 

“He (Boothroyd) has brought in a lot 
of discipline and a lot of good routine 
and some good structure and the lads 
have responded to it,” he added. 

“With the new additions as well we 
are stronger, training is fast and furi- 
ous, we are all at it and it is imperative 
it is that way now. But we can’t just 
stand around and hope it happens, we 
have got to make it happen ourselves. 

“Leaving is the last thing on my 
mind, but it is between the two clubs. 

“T want to stay and fight, but you can 
see amongst the team, with the new 
additions, they have got every chance. 
T’m 100 per cent confident they will get 
out of it.” 

The Cobblers, who are now second 
bottom of npower League Two, are 
back on the road on Saturday when 
they travel to mid-table Morecambe. 
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
